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Project tackling binge drinking closes 
down due to positive change in attitude 


A POSITIVE change of attitude and falling 
numbers are the reasons for the closure of The 
Zero Project, a South Somerset initiative 
combatting binge drinking among the young. 

The Zero Project came in the shape of alcohol-free 
club nights at various venues in the district, and was 
a partnership between South Somerset District Coun¬ 
cil, Avon and Somerset Constabulary, Somerset 
County Council, Inspired2Achieve, Club Neo and the 
Street Pastors.

The aim was to reduce alcohol-related anti-social 
behaviour and binge drinking throughout South Som¬ 
erset by providing under 18 nightclub events. 

The Zero Project was formally closed down on 
March 31st after eight years in operation. 

A spokesperson said: “Over the project’s eight 
years, the local and national picture of alcohol use by 



young people has improved considerably, which 
formed the main reason for the decision to close.” 

Shirley Courage, acting Zero Project manager, said 
before the closure: “During the period the events 
have been running, young people's attitudes to 'hav¬ 
ing to drink alcohol to attend and enjoy an event' 
have certainly changed. 

“In the early days there were young people attend¬ 
ing who failed the alcohol test, blowing red, because 
they had consumed alcohol prior to the event. 

“More recently, no-one attending events have con¬ 
sumed alcohol and young people have stopped trying 
to 'smuggle' in alcohol as they are aware that bag 
searches and possible voluntary searches will take 
place.” 

At its peak in 2010, The Zero Project was attracting 
an average of 462 youngsters to each event. This 
number fell to just 212 in 2015. 

The sharp fall in numbers and the drop in income 
to help fund future events was also a reason for the 
decision taken by the project board. 

Shirley added: “The project board have regrettably 
come to this decision. 

“However, we are proud of the work by all organ¬ 
isations involved as all partners were committed over 
the eight years to the project and right up to the end. 

“A total of 13,565 young people passed through 
Zero's doors attending a total of 42 events and four 
young promoters attained an accreditation award, but 
more than that, the best practice of The Zero Project 
will continue to be promoted by the project's partners 
through their ongoing work.” 

South Somerset District Council and police licens¬ 
ing departments have been asked to promote the 
“Zero values” as best practice to any business or or¬ 


ganisation wishing to hold their own under 18.

Guildhall finances 
under the spotlight 

AXMINSTER Guildhall management has investi¬ 
gated financial discrepancies, but says it will not 
be possible to recover the losses. 

The losses are revealed in the annual Axmin- 
ster Guildhall Management Committee report by 
chairman Tony Fells. 

The report was presented during Axminster’s 
Annual Parish Meeting, and stated: “Regrettably, 
in December 2015 we became aware that there 
were negative discrepancies between hire 
charges due and monies received. This has im¬ 
pinged on the 2014/15 accounts and, to a far 
lesser extent, will do so in the 2015/16 accounts. 

“The matter has been fully investigated, how¬ 
ever, it has not been possible to establish exactly 
how these have arisen and it is not possible to 
take further action to recover the losses. 

“The new manager, Steve Moody, has been 
tasked with ensuring that similar discrepancies 
are not possible in the future.” 

Mr Fells, report also revealed that the hall's two 
fundraisers last year made losses. 

The report explained: “Our income has not been 
as robust as the previous year. 

“This has been compounded by the fact that 
our two fundraising events, the ice rink - which 
all acknowledged was a good community event 
- and the Dream Boys event, both failed to live up 
to expectations and made losses.” 

The sums involved were not revealed in the re¬ 
port, but in December it was reported that 
Axminster Guildhall Management Committee 
would need a town council grant of about £5,000. 

Reduced bar takings was given as the reason, 
and town clerk Hilary Kirkcaldie said at the time 
that the council used to make an annual grant to 
Axminster Guildhall Management Committee to 
cover running costs.

'Pollution' letter 
upsets the mayor 

SEATON mayor Tony Woodman issued a stern 
warning after a town councillor’s letter to this 
newspaper allegedly breached protocol and “em¬ 
barrassed” the council. 

The councillor involved, Martin Shaw, has ac¬ 
cepted the order not to write letters in his ca¬ 
pacity as a councillor, but feels he should have 
a right to do so. 

It started when Councillor Shaw, who was 
co-opted in September last year, wrote a letter 
following a story in this paper about pollution 
of a brook near his house in Old Beer Road, 
Seaton. 

He took issue with an Environment Agency 
statement and claimed the pollution came 
from a specific farm, signing the letter as 
Councillor Martin Shaw. 

A company based at the farm denied the al¬ 
legation on the following week’s letter page 
and the farmer involved, Robert Reed, wrote 
directly to Seaton Town Council. 

Mr Reed has sent Pulman's View a copy of 
the letter he sent to Seaton Town Council on 
March 16th. 

He wrote: “I wish to ask councillors if the al¬ 
legations made against Gatcombe Farm by Cllr 
Martin Shaw are shared by the council as a 
whole? 

“May I ask that before writing potentially li¬ 
bellous letters to the paper, the council or in¬ 
dividual councillors get their facts right.” 

Mr Reed’s letter was not read out at a meet¬ 
ing of the council on March 21st, and the ques¬ 
tions he asked were not referred to. But the 
mayor, Cllr Woodman, who chaired the meet¬ 
ing, was clearly unhappy with his fellow coun¬ 
cillor’s letter. 

He sternly said: “One letter caused some em¬ 
barrassment to the council. It has been pointed 
out before that we don’t write letters to the 
press as councillors. I would implore council¬ 
lors not to make any contact with the press as 
councillors.”

Hopes that ‘positive decision’ on 
Hinkley Point C will be made soon 


SOMERSET County Council and partners have 
welcomed last week’s positive comments from 
EDF Energy chief executive, Vincent de Rivaz, 
that Hinkley Point C will go ahead. 

It was reported last week that some of the Hinkley 
Point C nuclear power station engineers had called 
for a two-year delay and a redesign of the station. 
EDF denied these rumours and reiterated their de¬ 
sire to have the first reactor fixed by 2025. 

Mr Rivaz was speaking in front of parliament’s En¬ 
ergy and Climate Change Committee and his com¬ 
ments have been welcomed by deputy leader of 
Somerset County Council, Councillor David Hall. 
Councillor Hall said: “It is clear to see now just 
how close EDF Energy and the British and French 
governments are to that all important final invest¬ 
ment decision. Today’s committee meeting and the 
recent support for Hinkley Point C shown by both 
governments give us confidence that a positive de¬ 
cision will be made very soon.” 

In recent weeks both British and French govern¬ 
ments have reiterated their support for the project 
which will supply low carbon electricity, meeting 
seven per cent of the UK’s needs. It will also en¬ 
able the restart of new nuclear construction in 
Britain with important consequences and benefits 
for successive new nuclear projects, as well as for 
jobs and skills. 

However, the project has been hit with controversy 
within the last month with two high ranking mem¬ 
bers of staff at EDF Energy resigning stating their 
ambition to “protect the future of the French com¬ 
pany”. 

Councillor Hall added: “Somerset County Council 
and Heart of the South West Local Enterprise Part¬ 
nership (LEP) continue to work together in support 
of a final investment decision for the Hinkley Point 
C site in Bridgwater.” 

Chairman of the Heart of the South West LEP, 
Steve Hindley, said: “A green light for the Hinkley 

Success for council’s 
microchipping events 

TWO free microchipping events organised by 
South Somerset District Council are being hailed 
a success after a total of 197 dogs were mi- 
crochipped. 

The microchipping event at Yeovil Country 
Park attracted a total of 102 dogs, whilst a fur¬ 
ther 95 were chipped at Ham Hill Country Park. 
All breeds of dogs from Chihuahuas to Huskies 
and from ages ten weeks to 14 years old were 
successfully microchipped before new legisla¬ 
tion comes into effect tomorrow (Wednesday) 
requiring all dogs to be microchipped. 

Vicki Dawson, principal environmental protec¬ 
tion officer at South Somerset District Council, 
said: “We were delighted at the turn out of those 
who wanted their dog microchipped. Hopefully 
the numbers of dogs that can be successfully 
and quickly returned to their owners will in¬ 
crease." 

The Microchip of Dogs (England) Regulations 
2015 will require all dogs over eight weeks old to 
be microchipped by April 6th or face a possible 
fine of £500. 

Microchips are the size of a grain of rice and 
have a unique 15-digit code which is linked to 
the owner's name and address. Benefits of the 
new legislation include the ability to reunite dogs 
with their owners much more easily, should 
they go missing for any reason. 

The council's environmental health 
spokesman, Councillor Carol Goodall, said: “We 
didn’t expect so many people to take up the op¬ 
portunity of getting their dog microchipped, but 
we are pleased that in South Somerset, a vast 
number of dog owners have complied with the 
incoming legislation."

However, a recent article by the International Busi¬ 
ness Times raised doubts about the cost of Hinkley 
Point C to the British taxpayer. EDF would pay 
two thirds of the £18billion price tag and the 
French-Chinese deal would see EDF being paid a 
guaranteed electricity price of £92.50 per 
megawatt hour price for 35 years. This is three 
times the present wholesale price of £33 per 
megawatt hour and will be indexed to inflation. 
Analysts have worked out that the cheaper Hitachi 
design, which would still require subsidies funded 
from the British tax payer, would save Britain 
around £500million a year or £17billion over 35 
years. 

Somerset Chamber chief executive, Dale Edwards, 
said: “Whilst we await the final investment deci¬ 
sion from EDF Energy, we are continually working 
behind the scenes with partners and businesses, 
helping to get local suppliers ‘Hinkley ready’ so 
that they are in a strong position to bid for and win 
future contracts.”

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Dredging continues along River Parrett 


SOMERSET Rivers Authority (SRA) is to mark 
the successful completion of 2.2km of mainte¬ 
nance dredging along the River Parrett by follow¬ 
ing on with 750 metres of new dredging. 

The Parrett Internal Drainage Board (IDB) and 
the Environment Agency have worked as SRA 
partners to make sure that dredging continues as 
efficiently as possible, with only a break for Easter 
and site and compound handovers. 

The dredges are designed to reduce the risks of 
flooding and protect Somerset people - their 
homes, businesses and roads. 

The Parrett IDB was funded by the SRA to spec¬ 


ify and supervise maintenance dredging upstream 
of Northmoor Pumping Station. 

It’s the biggest dredge the Parrett IDB has ever 
done. Equipment used included a 300-tonne crane, 
a 45-tonne excavator with a reach of 22 metres, 
and a tug boat for pushing and pulling hopper 
barges loaded with silt by machines placed on 
floating pontoons. 

Councillor John Osman, Somerset Rivers Au¬ 
thority chairman, said: “Many thanks to the Parrett 
IDB for managing the delivery of this vital piece 
of work on time and within budget - and to the En¬ 
vironment Agency for supporting this maintenance

dredge on a main river. It’s a splendid example of 
partners working within the SRA to protect Som¬ 
erset communities.” 

Peter Maltby, Parrett IDB chairman, added: “I’m 
very proud of the work that the Parrett IDB and 
our contractors WM Longreach have done for the 
SRA and the people of Somerset. We’ve done a lot 
to maintain the benefits of the £6million dredging 
of the Parrett and Tone that was done after the 
awful floods in 2014.” 

New dredging downstream of Northmoor pump¬ 
ing station is due to begin in April. SRA funding 
has enabled the Environment Agency to award a 
contract for designing and carrying out this project 
to Galliford Try, Black & Veatch and Land & 
Water. These two companies completed the 8km 
2014 dredge of the Parrett and Tone. Work over 


the next few months will mostly be done from 
floating platforms on the river, with a short section 
being completed from the bank. 

The SRA is working on a dredging strategy to es¬ 
tablish the most cost-effective techniques and sites 
for future schemes. To achieve further benefits, the 
SRA is also funding the monitoring of silt build¬ 
up so that future maintenance dredging can be 
done at the best times and locations. 

The SRA’s 2015/16 interim funding from the 
government, Somerset councils and the Somerset 
Drainage Boards Consortium, plus the SRA’s 
Growth Deal money from the Heart of the South 
West Local Enterprise Partnership, are being used 
to pay for the 2.2km maintenance dredge and the 
forthcoming 750m new dredge.

New Legislation to be Enforced 

| for Canine Microchipping 

ALL dogs aged 8 weeks and over must be 
microchipped by 6th April 2016. To be 
considered as microchipped, a microchip 
must have been implanted into your dog 
and your details recorded on an approved 
database. If your dog does not have a mi¬ 
crochip, or if your current details are not 

• recorded on an approved database, you 


may be served a notice giving you 21 
days to comply. If you do not comply 
with the notice, you could face a fine of 
up to £500 on conviction. Alternatively an 
enforcer, such as a dog warden, may seize 
your dog, microchip it and register the de¬ 
tails and then recover the cost from you.

Caring for your pet rabbit 


Flystrike 

Flystrike occurs normally during warmer 
weather. It is caused by flies that land on rabbits 
and lay eggs. It almost always starts around the 
rabbit's bottom as flies are attracted to faeces. 
The fly eggs very quickly hatch into maggots 
and the maggots eat the rabbit's skin and 
causing tissue damage and if not found in time, 
shock will soon follow. Badly affected rabbits 
may have to be put down. 

To prevent flystrike: Remove all soiled bedding 
daily; ensure your rabbit is not being overfed, 
as this can result in diarrhoea, leading to a dirty 
bottom. Check your rabbit twice daily to ensure 
that it is clean and dry and disinfect the hutch 
every week. Rearguard can also be applied to 
your rabbit and can protect against flystrike for 
up to 10 weeks! 

Internal and external parasites 

Worms are not generally an issue in rabbits; 
however a protozoan called E. Cuniculi. 
E.Cuniculi is a parasite that lives in the brain, 
eye or kidney tissue and can be fatal. Symptoms 
include: head tilted to one side, balance 
problems, incontinence and weak back legs. It 
can be treated with Panacur Rabbit oral paste for 
28 days, but response depends on duration and 
severity of infection. 

Rabbits like cats and dog can also harbour 
parasites. Cheyletiella mites are responsible for 
a scurfy coat or ‘walking dandruff’ in rabbits. 
Fleas can live on rabbits too and can spread the 
disease myxomatosis. Ear mites are also

common in rabbits which cause uncomfortable 
scabs to form in the ear canal. 

Vaccinations 

Rabbits can become affected by two infectious 
diseases: Viral Haemorrhagic Disease (VHD) and 
Myxomatosis, both of which can be fatal. 
Vaccinations can be given for these diseases at 8 
weeks old and is advised they are repeated every 
12 months. VHD is a virus spread by saliva and 
nasal secretions; passed from rabbit to rabbit or 
via people, clothing or objects. Signs include 
blood stains from nose or mouth, high 
temperature, internal bleeding which can lead to 
liver failure. 

Myxomatosis is a virus passed on via fleas, mites, 
flies and contact between rabbits, and sometimes 
in the hay if not sterilised. Symptoms include: 
puffy face, ears or eyes, fever and blindness. Sadly 
most rabbits die within 10-14 days. 

Neutering 

Neutering is recommended for all pet rabbits, 
not being used for breeding. Neutering reduces 
fighting between rabbits, avoids unwanted 
pregnancies and prevents womb cancer in 
females. 80% of females by the age of 8 develop 
womb cancer. Rabbits can be neutered from the 
age of 16 weeks

THE COTLEY HUNT, SUPPORTING OUR COMMUNITY 


Rural Communities by their nature are very fragmented but it is 
important, especially when farming prices are at a bottom, that 
people do not feel on their own. To many the local Hunt is part 
of the fabric of the countryside which knits people together. The 
Cotley Hunt is a family run pack and all of those involved in the 
running of the pack are keen to help the community by putting 
on social events (like the Skittles League, Dances, Dinners and 
Lunches) which in turn supports local businesses. 

Last year the Point to Point managed to raise funds to help sup¬ 
port Hospiscare, which gives high quality care and dedicated sup¬ 
port for people in Mid and East Devon with a potentially terminal 
diagnosis. At least two of our Supporters’ Families had reason to 
use Hospiscare and it was great that the Point to Point was able to 
help them financially in return. 

Similarly this year we are trying to help the Somerset equivalent 
of Hospiscare by raising funds for St. Margaret’s and the Beacon 
Centre/S.U.R.E. Both charities have been used by Supporters’ fam¬ 
ilies and we would like to say thank you to both charities for the 
way that they have helped our friends through their difficult times. 

"5. U.R.E. has donated over £1.8M worth of equipment to 
the Beacon Centre at Musgrove Park Hospital in 
Taunton and continues to provide vital radiotherapy 
equipment to maintain a 'cutting edge ' status in the 


world of cancer treatment. The current primary project 
is a replacement Big Bore CT Scanner/Simulator for the 
Beacon Centre which will include 'up to date ' improve¬ 
ments and additional facilities particularly for cancer 
patients with metal joints. Our target is to raise £500k 
by 2017 for this machine." 

(( St. Margaret’s is a charity - they are not part of the 
NHS. It costs £10m per year to run their service. After 
NHS funding they still need to raise £7.5m to deliver 
their care.

EX-HAIRDRESSER Steve Holbrook, re¬ 
garded by many as one of the UK’s top 
Clairvoyant Mediums, is visiting locally 
very shortly, and he explains how he hears 
the voices of our loved ones that have 
passed away.

THE average value of a UK home hit a record high of 
£292,000 in January after increasing by 7.9% annually, 
according to the Office for National Statistics (ONS).

The struggle for people to get on the housing ladder has 
also been laid bare. 

The ONS figures also show that a first-time buyer faces 
paying 7.7% more for a property in the UK than they did 
a year earlier, with the average price paid for a starter 
home standing at £222,000 in January 2016. 

And another report, from estate agent Hamptons Inter¬ 
national, found it would take a single first-time buyer 13- 
and-a-half years to build a big enough deposit for a home, 
while couples face a wait of three-and-a-half years. 

That report, which covered England and Wales, as¬ 
sumed someone would need to raise a 15% deposit to buy 
a home. It also assumed aspiring buyers were working 
full-time and saving 22% of their income towards a de¬ 
posit after paying essential bills. 

So with the UK housing market already on full steam 
ahead for 2016, what's next in the coming months? 

Well, one of the reasons behind the strong activity seen 
so far in 2016 is thought to be a stamp duty increase for 


people buying second homes, 
such as buy-to-let investors, in 
England, Wales and Northern Ireland. 

The increase has just kicked in, as of April 1, so its full 
effects are yet to be seen. 

The three percentage point increase on previous stamp 
duty rates for this sector of the market was announced by 
the UK Government towards the end of 2015, and there 
have been signs of investors rushing to complete sales be¬ 
fore the deadline. 

In Scotland, stamp duty land tax (SDLT) has been re¬ 
placed by the land and buildings transaction Tax (LBTT). 

However, similar tax hikes on the purchase of additional 
homes such as second homes or buy-to-let properties 
have also been introduced in Scotland, as of April 1, with 
the intention being to avoid any potential distortions in 
Scotland that could arise from the stamp duty increase in 
the rest of the UK. 

Various suggestions have been put forward as to the im¬ 
pact the tax hik es might have on the market. 

Some experts believe the extra costs will be passed on 
by landlords to rental sector tenants in the form of higher 
rents. 

A report from the Association of Residential Letting 
Agents (ARLA) found that nearly two thirds (63%) of 
letting agents predict the supply of buy-to-let properties 


will now start to fall as landlords 
are pushed out of the market, and 
nearly six in 10 (57%) believe rents will be pushed up. 

But the coming months could also present an opportu¬ 
nity for first-time buyers, who can find themselves com¬ 
peting for the same property types that investors also go 
for. 

Simon Rubinsohn, chief economist at the Royal Insti¬ 
tution of Chartered Surveyors (RICS), says the pace of 
house growth could start to "slacken" if demand from 
buy-to-let investors shrinks a bit in the coming months. 

He says there have been signs of buy-to-let investors 
and people buying holiday homes looking to accelerate 
their plans. This means some sales that may otherwise 
have taken place later in the year have now been brought 
forward. 

However, an array of schemes designed to help people 
move onto or up the housing ladder may fill any gaps left 
by a drift off in demand from investors. 

Rubinsohn says that with various Government schemes 
such as Help to Buy upping the demand from buyers, it 
is hard to predict the impact of the stamp duty hike. 

He says: "We're going to see sales activity continue to 
move ahead but it's going to be a bit harder to build up 
the numbers. First-time buyers may find the landscape a 
bit more favourable." 


WHAT IS THE NEW FLOOD RE SCHEME? 

FLOOD RE is a new insurance scheme to help house¬ 
holds in higher-risk areas get access to more affordable 
cover and a wide choice of policies. 

Launching on April 4, the scheme works with insur¬ 
ance companies so that people who own and live in 
properties that are most likely to flood can shop around 
more easily to find policies with more affordable pre¬ 
miums and excesses. It is hoped that the increased com¬ 
petition will help drive down premiums for those 
affected. 

The scheme will help people who buy buildings or 
contents insurance for properties that are at risk of 
flooding, providing they own and live in them. 

It is estimated that, over time, around 350,000 UK 
households could benefit from Flood Re. Consumers 
will not need to deal with the scheme directly and will 
still buy their insurance as usual. 

The Association of British Insurers (ABI) says some 
insurers will be contacting customers directly to tell 
them about how Flood Re can make a difference. 

Consumers can also call their insurer to find out if 
they can offer new options. The ABI says it is also a 
good idea to shop around, as the existence of Flood Re 
should, over time, mean more choice of affordable 
flood cover, even for those at high flood risk.

New technologies and greater refinement 
for upgraded 2016 Subaru Forester 


The Subaru Forester has been upgraded for 2016 to en¬ 
sure the model maintains its status as one of the most 
capable and versatile SUVs in its class. The 2016 model- 
year upgrades to the Subaru Forester - the Japanese 
manufacturer’s bestselling model in the UK - result in 
improved safety, convenience, comfort and refinement. 

The upgraded Subaru Forester will go on sale across 
the brand's UK dealer network next month. Pricing re¬ 
mains unchanged for all trim levels in the updated 
Forester line-up, with the range starting from £25,495 
(on-the-road) for the 2.0i XE model and £26,995 for 
best-selling 2.0D XC models. 

Every Forester is equipped with two core Subaru 
technologies: Symmetrical All-Wheel-Drive, affording 
surefootedness in all conditions; and the latest-gener¬ 
ation four-cylinder ‘Boxer’ engines, contributing to the 
low centre of gravity beneficial to balance, road holding 
and handling. 

Upgrades to exterior and interior styling 

The 2016 Subaru Forester has had an exterior and in¬ 
terior refresh. At the front of the car, the Forester’s dis¬ 
tinctive hexagonal grille has been updated with a new 


‘wing’ motif grille mesh, while the front bumper has 
been reshaped and now features new L-shaped 
chrome trim adding greater visual volume to the lower 
part of the Forester’s ‘face’. The change is designed to 
emphasise the car’s relatively low centre of gravity, 
wide stance and innate stability. 

The wraparound headlamps - retaining Subaru’s sig¬ 
nature ‘hawk-eye’ shape - feature a new black base 
paint finish for a sharper appearance. The 2016 model is 
also fitted with new LED combination lamps at the rear. 

Inside the cabin, new materials and technologies have 
been introduced to further modernise the interior and in¬ 
troduce a higher-quality look and feel, while still retaining 
the functionality for which the Forester is renowned. 

The interior is finished with a higher proportion of 
soft-touch materials, new piano black and metallic 
trim, higher-resolution TFT displays and new cloth and 
leather upholstery options - including a new brown 
leather option. Following the adoption of Subaru’s new 
7.0-inch touchscreen infotainment and navigation sys¬ 
tem in 2015, the changes to the 2016 Subaru Forester 
are designed to further improve the quality look and 


feel of the cabin. 

Greater ride comfort and more 
confidence-inspiring handling 

The 2016 Subaru Forester features a range of modi¬ 
fications to improve ride quality and agility, and ensure 
greater refinement for passengers. 

Updated suspension settings at the front and rear 
ensure the car remains comfortable and refined, par¬ 
ticularly over broken or choppy surfaces, while the 
adoption of a new steering gearbox quickens the 
steering ratio (from 15.5:1 to 14.0:1) to improve reactions 
to steering inputs. 

The range of engines remains unchanged for the 2016 
Forester; buyers can choose from three 2.0-litre horizon¬ 
tally-opposed four-cylinder engines - a 150 PS natu¬ 
rally-aspirated 2.0i petrol engine and a 147 PS 2.0D 
turbo-diesel unit from Subaru's FB family of engines, and 
a 241 PS direct injection turbocharged (DIT) petrol unit, 
engineered for high power, responsiveness and efficiency. 

A six-speed manual transmission is fitted as stan¬ 
dard to 2.0i and 2.0D models, with an optional Lin- 
eartronic CVT automatic transmission. Lineartronic is 


standard on XT models, equipped with the 241 PS DIT 
petrol engine. 

In uneven or slippery road conditions, the all-terrain 
capability of the standard Symmetrical All-Wheel- 
Drive is enhanced further with the X-Mode on Lin¬ 
eartronic CVT models, a control system which includes 
Hill Descent Control and makes traction even better 
than the outgoing model’s.
